PROCLAIMING MAY AS AMYOTROPHIC LATERAL SCLEROSIS AWARENESS MONTH IN COOK 

COUNTY 

WHEREAS, amyotrophic lateral sclerosis (ALS), commonly referred to as Lou Gehrig’s disease, is a fatal 
neurodegenerative disease that attacks nerve cells and pathways in the brain and spinal cord; and 

WHEREAS, the initial symptom of ALS is weakness of the skeletal muscles, especially those of the extremities; and 

WHEREAS, as ALS progresses, the patient experiences difficulty in swallowing, talking, and breathing; and 

WHEREAS, ALS eventually causes muscles to atrophy, and the patient becomes a functional quadriplegic; and 

WHEREAS, ALS does not affect a patient’s mental capacity, so the patent remains alert and aware of his or her loss 
of motor functions and the inevitable outcome of continued deterioration and death; and 

WHEREAS, in many cases, particularly in the later stages, people with ALS need continuous, 24/7 care; and 

WHEREAS, on average, patients diagnosed with ALS survive only two (2) to five (5) years; and 

WHEREAS, ALS has no known cause, means of prevention, or cure; and 

WHEREAS, while ALS occurs throughout the world with no racial, ethnic, or socioeconomic boundaries, research 
indicates that military veterans are approximately twice as likely to develop ALS compared to those who have not 
served in the military; and 

WHEREAS, a national ALS patient registry, administered by the Centers for Disease Control, is currently identifying 
cases of ALS in the United States and may become the single largest ALS research project ever created; and 

WHEREAS, in May, members of the ALS community from across the country will gather in Washington, D.C. to 
raise awareness of the disease and advocate before their elected officials in the halls of Congress. It is important that 
their voices in Washington be echoed in local communities across the country. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does hereby proclaim 
the month of May as Amyotrophic Lateral Sclerosis Awareness Month in Cook County; and

WHEREAS, the Northwestern University Black Alumni Association’s (NUBAA) mission is to enhance the life 
experience of African American alumni, current students and the greater community by providing programs, 
networking, leadership and public service opportunities. For decades, the NUBAA has been a dedicated voice at 
Northwestern University that reflects the members' views on issues that affect African American students, faculty, 
programs and alumni; and 

WHEREAS, on May 3-4, 2018, the Northwestern University Black Alumni Association’s commemorated the 50th 
Anniversary of the Bursar’s Office Takeover; an important and pivotal moment in the University’s history and the 
community’s history; and 

WHEREAS, on April 22, 1968, members of Black student organizations, For Members Only (FMO) and Afro- 
American Student Union (AASU), presented a list of demands to the Northwestern University administration in 
response to discriminatory campus policies and practices and to heighten the awareness of Black student’s experiences 
of racial insensitivity on campus. When the demands were not met, on May 3, 1968, approximately 120 African 
American students occupied the Bursar’s Office, Northwestern University’s business office. After a thirty-eight-hour 
demonstration, Black students and the Northwestern University administration came to a resolution of developing 
advisory boards around the admissions process, recruitment of Black students to the University, review of financial 
aid packages, and open housing in Evanston, to offer equitable housing options and counseling, and to establish of the 
Department of African American Studies and a Black student union, today called the Black House; and 

WHEREAS, the Resolution that resulted is called the “May 4th Agreement,” and it has made a lasting and major 
impact on the University. Although work still remains to be done, the consequences of the students’ actions were 
striking and productive, from increasing black student enrollment and financial aid, to revised housing policies, to the 
expansion of “studies of black history and black culture,” among others; and 

WHEREAS, on June 7, 2018 the 50th Commemoration of the Bursar’s Office Takeover Community Recognition 
Event will honor and acknowledge members of the Evanston community and organizations that supported Black 
students at Northwestern around the time of the Bursar’s Office Takeover of 1968; and 
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WHEREAS, members of the Foster Senior Club will be honored, along with leaders in the community from black- 
owned businesses, organizations and churches. The event will feature speakers from the Northwestern University 
administration, Garrett Seminary, NU Black Alumni, and City of Evanston administration; and

WHEREAS, by the end of 1964 Clarence Johnson had left the group, which ten truncated the name to simply the 
Chi-Lites; and 

WHEREAS, during the ensuing four (4) years, Eugene Record slowly emerged as the group's lead singer, songwriter 
and producer; and 

WHEREAS, in 1969, after signing with Brunswick the previous year, "Give It Away" became the Chi-Lites’ first 
USA national hit single attaining No. 10 in the Rc&B charts; and 

WHEREAS, the follow-up release "Let Me Be The Man My Daddy Was" was moderately successful but another 
major hit was elusive until "Are You My Woman?" climbed into the Rc&B Top 10 in early 1971; and 

WHEREAS, a succession of Top 10 hits followed commencing with their next release “(For God's Sake) Give More 
Power to the People" which was the first release to crossover into the pop charts, the ballads "Have You Seen Her" 
and "Oh Girl", both reaching number one in the R&B charts with "Oh Girl" also achieving the No. 1 slot in the pop 
charts in the spring of 1972; and 

WHEREAS, three (3) Top 10 R&B hits followed for the Chi-Lites: "Homely Girl", "There Will Never Be Any Peace" 
and "Toby"; and 

WHEREAS, in 1980 the group signed to Carl Davis' CHI-SOUND Records label and in 1982 the Chi-Lites single 
"Hot on a Thing (Called Love)" reached No. 15; and 

WHEREAS, the following year the Chi-Lites’ next Top 10 hit "Bottoms Up" came after signing with Larc Records; 
and 

WHEREAS, in 2000 the Chi-Lites was inducted into the Rhythm and Blues Loundation; and 
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WHEREAS, the Chi-Lites’ song, "Are You My Woman", was sampled and featured in Beyonce’s hit song Crazy In 
Love, winning Grammy Awards for Best R&B Song and Best Rap/Sung Collaboration; and 

WHEREAS, the Chi-Lites’ song, "That's How Long I Love You", is featured on Jay-Z's The Black Album song 
“December 4th”.
